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UN protests 
Korean attack 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (UPI).-- The 
United Nations Command lodged a 
strong protest with North Korea 
yesterday over the recent assault on 
a U.S. army officer by North Korean 
guards and newsmen in this truce 


The UN command demanded pun- 
ishment of those who took part in 
the attack and made a five-point 
proposal designed to ease tension 
and prevent incidents in the truce 
town. North Korea rejected both. 

In the incident on June 30, Maj. 
Willlam Henderson was attacked, 
thrown to the ground and beaten. He 
suffered a broken larynx. 

The North Korean delegate es 
terday said Henderson “touched off 
the incident by spitting on a North 
Korean guard and punching him to 
the ground while a Mixed Armistice 
Commission meeting was under 
way.” 

South Korea yesterday ordered 8 
first-degree special alert after claim- 
ing its forces drove a North Korean 
vessel from South Korean waters in 
the Yellow Sea. 

The alert cancelled leaves for pub- 
lic servants and kept a fifth of all 
government agency personnel on 
duty after hours through the week- 


‘No reason for the alert was given, 
but it followed a Defence Ministry 
announcement on Friday thet a 
North Korean vessel came within 
two miles off Paengyong-do, the 
nerthwesternmost island in the Yel- 
low Sea. It said five North Korean 
boats appeared and escorted the ves- 
sel away after South Korean shore 
batteries on the island fired warn- 
ing shots. 


U.S. and Saudia 


give to Unrwa 


UNITED NATIONS. — The U.S., 
which has been the major donor to 
Palestine relief operations of the 
United Nations, presented another 
$6m. contribution on Friday. It call- 
ed on “other countries who have not 
yet contributed in proportion to their 
rescurces"” to follow its example. “ 

The statement, by U.S. Ambassa- 
dor W. Tapley Bennett, was obvious- 
directed at the oil-rich countries, 
who rank far down on the list of 
donors, and at the Soviet Union and 
its East European allies, who have 
never contributed. 

Saudi Arabla on Friday became 
8 major contributor to U.N. Relief 
for Palestinians with a $11.2m. dona- 
tion which contravened the policy of 
the late King Faisal. 

But a U.N. statement said that 
Unrwa still was $19.7m. short of its 
$124m. needs for relief, health and 
education services for Palestinians.

Con- 
tracts are made out for 100 
‘shares, or multiples thereof, 
which are valid for a minimum 
of 90 days and for not more than 
nine months. : 

The success achieved in 
Chieago has prompted other 
Stock Exchanges to copy the 
new system. The London Stock 
Exchange is studying the 
possibility of introducing the 
Chicago system in London. 
Amsterdam and Luxembourg 
are also reportedly considering 

.. setting up options markets on 
the Chicago pattern. 

_ The Chicago Board at present 
allows trading in the options of 
38 companies, to be increased to 
100 by the end of this year. To be 
eligible for option trading, a 
company has to fulfil a number 
of conditions, including having 
at least 10,000 shareholders.

PLAYING SCHOENBERG'S 
Variations for orchestra op. 81 at the 
eof its sixth subscription 
concert probably seemed the ul- 
timate of daring to the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra — it ob- 
vioulsy felt itself compelled to 
cushion the shock immediately by 
two super-popular pieces from the 
classical and romantic rtoire: 
Beethoven's Seventh Symphony and 
Paganint's Violin Concerto No. 1. 

Intricate in internal structure, the 
variations are clearly and distinctly 
set apart from.each other by differ- 
ing and contrasting rhythmical con- 
figurations, besides characteristic 
tone colours aa the defining principle 
of each, This clarity of conception is 
8 great aid to the untrained listener 
in enabling -him to maintain his 
orientation and.to perceive that 
serialism is by no means based on 
anarchy — contrary perhaps to first 
impressions. 

Boris Belkin, a new immigrant ἡ 
from Russia, was introduced to the 
IPO audience as solo violinist 
in the Paganini concerto.

THE HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE 
dis an order nisi calling on 
the Minister of Communications to 
show cause why he should not allow 
the petitioners’ monthly pubiication 
to be mailed at the cheap newspaper 
rate. 

Any publication registered in the 
General Post Office in Jerusalem as 


a “newspaper” is mailed at a con-. 
siderably cheaper rate than or- 


dinary postal packets. Section 17 of 
the Post Office Ordinance, 1930, 
defines “newspapers” for this pur- 
pose as being “any publication con- 
sisting wholly or in great part of 
political or other news or of articles 
relating thereto, or to other current 
topies."* Under the rules made by the 
Minister of Communications, a 
publication is deemed to be 
registrable as a newspaper if, inter 
alia, in character, form, scope and 
regular appearance it is consistent 
with the public’s general conception 
of a newspaper, ‘it deals with 
political subjects and publishes 
current news on local and world 
events and is intended by its nature 
for wide public consumption; and It 
is printed and not stencilled."* ᾿ 

The petitioners issue a monthly 
law bulletin which reaches a limited 
number of subscribers. The bulletin, 
which is stencilled on separate 
cards, consists of recent laws, 
judgments and published articles. 
When the petitioners applied to have 
this publication registered as_a 
‘newspaper” for mailing purposes, 
thelr application was rejected on the 
grounds that it Is intended for a 
restricted circle of readers, that it is 
not printed but stencilled, and that 
its main purpose is to serve as ἃ 
compilation of judgments, statutes 
and lega) literature arranged in such 
@ manner as to afford a convenient 
source of reference to its sub- 


- seribers. 


The petitioners applied to the High 
Court of Justice for an order nisi 
which was granted them. 

On the return day, Mr. Benadi 
appeared for the petitioners and Mr. 
Adiel, Assistant State Attorney, 
for the respondent. 


Judgment 


Justice Witkon, delivering the de- 
cision of the High Court, held that he 
was not at all sure that it was possi- 
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bie to deny a publication recognition 
as a “newspaper"’ only because its 
eircie of readers is an exclusive one 
(because the publication Itself deals 
with a subject which is not of general 
interest) or because it appears in 
stencied, instead of printed, form. 
For in his opinion it was very possi- 
bie that a publication οἵ such a 
nature could come within the defini- 
tion of a “newspaper” in section 17 of 
the Post Office Ordinance. It is 
questionable, therefore, whether the 
rules made by the respondent, in 
which qualifications for registration 
as a newspaper are defined, are not 
ultra vires the Ordinance. However, 
there waz no eal! for deciding this 
issue in the present case, he held 
further. as he agreed with the 
respondent's third reason for rejec- 
ting the petitioners’ application for 
registration — that is, that the main 
purpose of a newspaper is to impart 
views and news on general, or 
specific, subjects, whereas the main 
purpose of the petitioners’ publica- 
tlon is to provide a convenient source 
of reference. cane 

In explaining this conclusion. 
Justice Witkon noted that he had 
been able to find only one precedent 
on the subject — an Australian judg- 
ment — and that one did not help the 
petitioners' case. For that judgment 
held that a book of reference lacks 


every element of a newspaper, - 


“whose main object is to give infor- 
mation about recent events and Is in 
its nature ephemeral” (see Burrows, 
Words and Phrases, vol. 8). Prima 
facie, therefore, he continued, the 
petitioners’ publication was not a 
newspaper within the accepted, 
everyday meaning of the word, and 
the petitioners had not succeeded in 
rebutting this conclusion. 


Furthermore, concluded Justice 
Witkon, sections 16 and 18(3) of the 
Post Office Ordinance vest the 
respondent with the final decision as 
to whether a publication may 
be registered as a newspaper or not, 
and the High Court had no jurisdic- 
tion to review this decision unless it 
were fundamentally erroneous --- 
which the petitioners had not 
succeeded in proving. The order nisi 
should, therefore, be discharged. 

Order nisi discharged with 
11,000 costs.
